Manila, July 13.—13:30 p. m.— 


Lake Guana de Bay is being patrolled 
by three tioops of the fourth cavalry 
under Captain McGraw and the army 
gunboat Napidaii, commanded by 
Lieutenant Larsen. 


The force makes its headquarters 


on an island, living on canoes, in 
which the men are towed about to 
make unexpected visits 
to 
towns 


where there are small torces of in- 
Mirg-ents for the purpose of keeping 
the rebels moving. 


On Tuesday the troops had an en- 


gagement at Mantilupa, on the south 
shore of the lake. 
They found 500 


insui gents there, entrenched near the 
shore. The Napidaii shelled the reb- 
els and a party of American troops, 
them by a sharp running fire to the 
numbering- 135, landed and drove 
hills, where they were too strongly 
entrenched for the small force to at- 
tack them. 


Two 
of 
the 
cavalrymen were 


wounded and the bodies of ten insur- 
gents were found. It is supposed 
that the enemy's loss is thirty-five.

STRIKERS 
GROW 
VIOLENT. 


NON-UNION MEN ATTACKED IN 


NEW JERSEY. 


Glues Blowers Assault a Party of Men 


Who Had Come to Take 


Their Places. 


San Francisco, July 13.—Advices 


received here by the transport New- 
port dated Manila, June 11, are as 
follows: 


The volunteers are greatly debili- 


tated in consequence of their hard 
campaigning through three months 
of tropic weather. 
Since the middle 


of May no volunteer regiment has 
had a sick list of less than 20 per 
cent. 


Most of then at the present date 


had 25 per cent, ill, and a few regi- 
ments have had less than one-third 
of their number on duty. 


The Nebraska regiment has suffer- 


ed the worst. 
It came in from San 


Feiiiaiido a few days ago with less 
than 200 men in the ranks. 
The 


South 
Dakota 
followed 
yesterday 


with 375 men on duty. 
The Mon- 


tana and Kansas regiments at San 
Fernando have not more than 280 
available men each. 
The morning 


after the Washington tioops took Mo- 
long a week ago only 263 men re- 
sponded to roll call. 


The Washington men have been 


engaged since Maich 12 in prevent- 
ing the insurgent armies of the north 
and south from forming a junction 
in the region of Laguna de Bay, often 
being- engaged at the same time with 
the enemy in opposite directions. 


Twenty-four of the Nebraska offt- 


ceis are on the sick list, and the Mon- 
tana, Kansas, Washington and South 
Dakota regiments show twenty or 
more officers in the hospitals or sick 
in their quarters. 


These regiments have borne the 


brunt of the fighting. Their losses 
in killed and v/ounded range from 
160 in the Montana regiment to 280 
Nebraska men. 


The loss of the Kansas regiment is 


second to that of Newbraska men, 
while the Washington and South Da- 
kota regiments follow closely, each 
with losses of about 200. 


The Oregon regiment also suffered 


severely. 


Of the regulars the Third artillery 


is the heaviest loser, its killed ancV 
v/ounded numbering 123. 


Bridotown N. J., July 13.—The ar- 


rival of fifteen non-union glass blow- 
ers here today was the cause of an 
outbreak on the part of the strikers, 
and the residents are apprehensive 
of more serious trouble. 


The strangers came from Indiana 


on a train over the New Jersey Cen- 
tral road, and two women accom- 
panied the party. 


They were met at the station by a 


large crowd of strikers who im- 
mediately stormed the train and cap- 
tured the non-union men. 


A lively 
farcas ensued 
during 


which many blows were exchanged. 


Manager 0. M. King, of the Cum- 


berland Glass Works, who was in 
charge of the* new arrivals, was hit 
on the head with a brick and badly 
injured. 


The glass in the doors and win- 


dows of the car in which the non- 
union men were riding was shatter- 
ed, and a hack waiting at the station 
for the mail was wrecked by the 
strikers in the belief that it was to 
take Manager King to the works. 


The non-union men were finally in- 


duced to accompany the strikers to 
the latter's headquarters, where an 
attempt is being made to force them 
to leave town.

Immediately after the adoption of 


the state platform Capt. S. H. Stone 
and Judge Cliffton J. Pratt, Taylor's 
chief livals for the nomination, made 
their way to tlie speaker's stand and 
in stirring' speeches withdrew from 
the race in favor df the attorney gen- 
eral. 


Within live minutes the long and 


stubborn fight for the place at the 
head of the ticket ended in a whirl 
of enthusiasm and Taylor's nomin- 
ation was made unanimous. 


When the convention reassembled 


shortly after 9 a. in., standing- room 
was in demand. 
There were over 


i\700 votes and some of the contests 
were settled by seating both delega- 
tions with a half vote each, so the 
delegates and alternates alone made 
a large audience. 


The fiist business of the conven- 


tion was the hearing of the report 
on resolutions. 
Hon. J. W. Yerkes 


reported' the following platform as a 
unanimous report from his commit- 
tee, and it was adopted: 


The platfoim in pait is as follows: 
'We pledge the republican party 


c Kentucky to the enactment of all 


laws as may be necessai y to 


revent trusts, pools, combinations 
r other organizations from combin- 
g to depreciate below its value 01 


o enhance the cost of any article, 01 
o reduce the proper emoluments of 
abor. 


"We congratulate the republican 
arty that existing federal legislation 
or the suppression of harmful trusts, 
ools and combinations is the work 
f a republican congress, performed 
uring- the administration of a re- 
ublican president, and we congratu- 
ate the country that in the suppres- 
ion of injurious combinations, re- 
'Ublican legislation has had in the 
iast, as it will in the future, due re- 
gard for the interests of the legiti- 
mate business, the purposes of such 
eg'islation being the remedy for 
wrong and not embarrassment to in- 
.ustry, enterprise or thrift." 
The administration of President 


McKinley is endorsed without re- 
erve and confidence is expressed in 
lis policy in Cuba, Porto Rico and 
he Philippines. The declaration of 
he last republican national conven- 
ion was reaffirmed. 
The civil serv- 


ce plank is as follows:

A large part of the platform is 


levoted to denunciation of the Goebel 
election law, the McCoord railway 
aw and other democratic measures 
passed over the governor's veto. The 
administration of Governor Bradley 
s warmly commended. 


Before the call of districts for the 


nomination for governor Capt. S. H 
Stone took the platform and created 
a most exciting scene by withdraw- 
ing his name and presenting 
the 


name of Hon. W. S. Taylor.

Judge Chfton J. Piatt, the other can 
diclate for governor, followed Stone 
in another stirring speech of with^ 
drawal and seconded the nominatioi 
of Taylor, which was at once mad< 
unanimous amid a wild demonstra 
tion.

ngines Are Started at a Capacity of 


3,500,000 Gallons Daily- 


Plenty ot Water. 


Wednesday aftemoon the engines, 
.1 the new waterwoiks weie started 
nd today the supply of water for 
on sumption in this city is increased 
y almost 3,000,000 gallons. 
For 


nany weeks Engineei Baxter and his 
scistants have been at work prepai- 
ng the engines and plants for opera- 
ion and Wednesday the fires were 
tnited and the pumps began their 
ork. The intake pipe has been com- 
leted and is laid twenty-five feet in 
he ground in quicksand. 
The ma- 


hinery is in a deep pit and the im- 
lensity of the new plant is not real- 


unless a 
close inspection 
is 


nade. The engine in use is the old 
Holly purchased in 1881 for use on 


iie north side and has not been oper- 
ted except when eineigency 
cle- 


iianded it. The plant is beautifully 
ocated, and When the grounds sur- 
ounding are cleared it will be one of 
he beauty spots of the city. 
There are seventeen wells in the vi- 
inity, three of them rock wells and 
he balance gravel wells. 
Some of 


hem are connected with the Ross 
treet station. To begin operations 
our wells were connected with the 
umps in the new station, one rock 
rell and three gravel wells. The en- 
-ine started out pumping at the rate 
f 2,000,000 gallons daily. Its ca- 
ncity is 3,000,000 gallons daily, and 
here was more than enough water in 
he four wells to test this capacity, 
mt as the engine has not been run- 
dng for several years, and has just 
ieen newly set up, it was given only 
30 pounds steam pressure. Aftei a 
ew clays, if it becomes necessary, the 
ull pressure of 90 or 100 pounds of 
iteam canijbe used, and the 
wells 


pumped to the full capacity of the 
iiigine.

JOHN H. BASS IS THE LOSER 


LOSS ABOUT $3,000, WITH SOME 


INSURANCE. 


Duiing- the thunder 
storm this 


morning lightning struck a large 
barn on the faim owned by John H. 
Bass, on the PJqua road, just east of 
the city, and despite the efforts of 
neJhbors to save the building, it wns 
totally destroyed by fire. The flash 
that ignited the barn also 
killed 


tluee valuable draft horses that were 
quarteied there. 


The farm is> located just east of the 


Pennsylvania lailroad yards, and is 
occupied by a tenant 
named John 


Dickson. . A switch engine was near 
the scene, and the lailroad men saw 
the bolt of lightning strike the build- 
irg. Almost immediately it seemed 
the whole structure was ablaze, and 
the flames soon destroyed much val- 
uable property. 


In the building, besides the horses 


which were killed by the lightning, 
was a laigo amount of hay, some 
grain, fanning implements, harness 
and other equipment of the farm. 
It 


•was impossible to remove any of the 
f 


contents, and all were burned. 


An accurate estimate of the loss is 


at this time impossible. The build- 
ing was woith from $1,500 to $1,800 
and the contents nearly 
as much 


more. 
The total loss will perhaps 


foot up to $2,500. There was some 
iiisuian.ce, but just how much is not 
known.

WHAT THE RETURNING VOLUN- 


TEERS SAY. 


Officers of the Oregon Regiment De- 


clare 50,000 Additional Troops 


Are Necessary. 


Chicago, July 
13.—The Record 


prints the following special from San 
Francisco: 


The transpoits Newpoit and Ohio, 


having on board Brigadier General 
Summers and the First regiment Ore- 
gon volunteers and a detachment of 
the volunteer signal corps, arrived in 
port at 4 o'clock this afteinoon. The 
boats weie sighted off Point Reyes 
two hours before and agreed signals 
had called thousands of people to the 
water front of the harbor to give the 
recurning volunteeis a welcome. 


A fleet of gayly bedecked tugs went 


out to the heads, some of them with 
bands of music, to give the troops a 
reception. The vessels arrived m port 
with the national colors flying from 
every available point above decks. 
The Newport was fiist to arrive, just 
after 4 o'clock, followed in fifteen 
minutes by the Ohio. 
Cheer upon 


cheer went up from the troops, ships 
and excursion fleet down the harbor 
to quarantine grounds where the 
health officers went aboard and found 
everything correct. 
Below were be- 


tween 80 and 100 sick and wounded 
convalescents. 
In 
all the vessels 


bi ought 1,033 men and 48 officers. 


From Brigadier General Summers 


down, all were as glad as schoolboys 
to be at home once more. All talked 
fieely icgardiug conditions on the 
island of Luzon, the necesily of a 
laiger army to conquer the natives, 
and the prospects of peace. 
Taken 


as n whole, the regiment was of the 
opinion that the whole Philippine 
group was not woith the price paid 
for it. 


Scores of the lank and file stated 


that ever since the arrangement of 
peace with Spain the volunteers in 
Manila had felt that their part was 
over and that they ought to be sent 
home at once. None of them seemed 
to care to talk of the commercial ben- 
efit to accuie to this country fiom re- 
taining the islands. Seemingly they 
had not given that side of the ques- 
tion a thought. 
They had tired of 


the fighting job when peace was final- 
ly ai ranged, were rejoiced to be at 
home once more, and knew that the 
other volunteers still there felt a 
they did in the matter. 


Without exception the men intei 


viewed said that at fewest 50,00' 
additional troops were needed t 
bring about peace. The troops wer 
necessary to garrison and hold th 
towns taken from the Filipinos. Witl 
the present force this was impossible 
and as fast as the American troop: 
evacuated a town after conquering if 
the Filipinos quietly sneaked in and 
again took possession. 


Brigadier General Summers said 


"Aguinaldo's forces were badly de 
moialized when the Oregon regimen 
left, twenty-nine days ago. I am o: 
the opinion that peace will have beei 
obtained before the end of the lies, 
dry season. Of course, a much largei 
force is necessary in order that we 
may hold the country and towns 
evacuated by the rebels. I am of the 
opinion that starvation will cut 
i 


large figure in bringing Aguinaldo' 
forces to terms. 
On account of the 


wai the rice crop, on which the na- 
tives largely depend for food, is next 
to nothing this season. 


"The general cry when we left Ma- 


nila," said he, "was that 100,000 
more men were necesasry to bring 
About peace. There were no prospects 
of such result when we left. The vol- 
unteers have wanted to come home 
ever since peace was announced. Of 
thirty-two fights the Oregon regi- 
ment took part in no fewer 
than 


twenty-seven, and we did not seem 
o leave much of a lasting impres- 
sion upon them." 


Sergeant Major Marshall said 100,- 


000 more men were necessary to con- 
quer Luzon alone. 


"The w!\i is not popular among the 


volunteeis," said he. "Six weeks in 
hat climate enervates a man. A 
dash of 100 yards in that country 
prostrates a soldier.

.eer in Luzon who did not fall into a 
soft snap was eager to come home 
when peace was arranged.

Fairness 
above everything else is needed at 
present." 


Major Gandenstone, in response to 


a query as to whether the islands 
were worth fighting for, said: 


"That depends. We must hold the 


islands for the sake of the dignity 
of our flag, if nothing more. A much 
larger army is necessary. 
Fifty 


thousand more troops nt least. The 
natives as a whole are intensely hos- 
tile to the Americans. We have the 
same difficulties to overcome as had 
Spain. Much depends on the policy 
of the government at home. 
Firm- 


ness above everything else is needed 
now. 
As to the prospects of peace,

among whom she has chosen to labor. 
The following letter to her father 
was written on the train en route 
from Yamagutchi, where Miss Glenn 
had spent a brief vacation, to Osaka: 


"I am going to write my home let- 


ter on the train this week, for I want 
it to go on the Wn Couver steamer, 
which sails from Kohe tomorrow. 
I have been away from my work for 
a week, much to my suiprise. 
Al- 


though I have been to Kyoto and 
Kohe for a day several times, this is 
my first visit since mission meeting 
and while I did not myself feel any 
need of a few days away, Miss Gar- 
vin insisted that I must go, for I 
have had a hard attack of neuralgia 
and my head was not in good study- 
ing1 condition. ,1 am sure the trip 
did me worlds of good. Yamaguchi 
is 300 miles away to the south and 
is just surrounded by 
mountains. 


We went most of the way by train, 
but had to go thirteen miles in jin- 
rikasha over the hilly mountain 
roads—my first long ride in the 
'rikasha. There are three missionary 
families there and two single ladies, 
Miss Biglow and Miss Palmer, whose 
guest I was. 
Mrs. Curtis, who is 


the daughter of Dr. A. T. Pierson, 
lives here and as I knew her sisters 
very well at the bible institute, it 
has been lovely to visit her. 
We 


were on the go most of the time, but 
that was just what we needed, for 
the long walks and mountain climb- 
ing gave us plenty of fresh air and 
a good appetite for strawberries, in 
which Yamaguchi seemed to abound, 
and I am going back to Osaka pre- 
pared to study harder than 
ever. 


I am hoping to finish my course be- 
fore summer vacation, so must do 
some hard study. 
Last night, in- 


stead of remaining on the train, we 
got off at Miagima, one of the three 
notable places of Japan, and spent the 
night. Miagima is on a small island 
and is a very beautiful place. Monday 
was a festival day, so the stone lan- 
terns were all lighted, making the 
island look very much like the wood- 
ed island in the fair in '93. 
The 


temples are built over the sea 'and 
seem endless. 
This was my first ex- 


perience in a Japanese hotel, and it 
was funny. All the beautfful things 
about a Japanese house are away 
from the street, so at first the hotel 
looked 
most 
commonplace. 
But 


when we had passed through the of- 
fice we found a beautiful little gar- 
den a fourth as large as our yard at 
home, with stone lanterns, tiny trees, 
a miniature lake, et cetera. First of 
all, we took off our shoes, then went 
upstairs, where we were shown to 
a room which reminded me more of 
a porch than a room. One side was 
entirely open, as the paper doors had 
been pushed back, and as we sat on 
the Japanese mats (for there were 


soup, broiled fish, mountain pota- 
toes and pickled dykone, a vegetable 
not unlike our radish, and of course 
rice and tea, with a raw egg as a 
relish. 
The rice was good, though 


cooked without salt, and the fish 
was not bad, but I drew the line at 
raw eggs. So sent mine down to be 
boiled. It seems as natural now to 
use chop-sticks when eating the na- 
tive food as to use knives and forks 
for ours, so I had no trouble in that 
way. I am sending1 by this mail my 
picture in Japanese clothes, with 
chop-sticks and cake dish in hand 
and tea service on the floor. It is 
funny, but I am sure you will all 
enjoy seeing how my chosen people 
look. 
Grace."

The originator 
of the plan Is i'rot'eshor C. J. KuirL-liild 
of llarlt'ord Theological seminary, who 
has hail coiihkleraMe experience in the 
niiiniitceuieiit of tenement houses in 
large cities and lias uniile a special 
study of the conditions obtaining in 
the miserable tenement districts where 
thousands of respectable working fami- 
lies are compelled to li\e because their 
means will not enable them to pay for 
better accommodations. 


Prol'esMjr 
Knlrclnld's idea, In Its 


broail lines, is to erect one house ou nn 
"lUiro block, 11 stories hitfli, construct- 
ed of steel iinil other iireproof ma- 
terial and with :i larjio Inner court, 
roofed \\ ith fdass. There \\ ill be only 
one entrance to the house, through a 
spacious hallway lending to u system 
of ele\ators in the court. 
Instead of 


the ordinary st:iir\\:iys and hallways, 
which Professor Fair -hllil considers 
are an unnecessary waste of space, 
there will be a balcony on each floor 
running all round the court and from 
which bridges \\iil converge to the ele- 
vators in the center. 


Each Hat will have its entrance on

After his degradation the condemned 


soldier walked from the field to the 
prison van that stood lu waiting. As 
he did so an excited Frenchman broke 
between the linos of guards, and before 
he could be stopped lifted his baud and 
struck the prisoner a hard slap In the 
face. 
Dreyfus ouly flashed his eyes 


upon the man and stiffened himself the 
more. IIo said nothing. Since then the 
world knows what Dreyfus must hrfve 
suffered. But his liberation is at baud. 
Those of his accusers who have not 
fled or killed themselves are demoral- 
ized and a new trial means a speedy 
acquittal.

She Find* Jnan Lopei.

The timber is 
the best pine in the ftate, but unless 
nature takes a turn and the trees stop 
dying the loss will to great. Appraiser 
Paddock of the state land board re- 
turned recently from a tour of the vnl- 
ley. He examined the timber which 
had been reported to bo gradually dying 
oft the hillsides, says The Rocky Moun- 
*ain News.

Appraiser Paddock the other day. "The 
trees are tall, majestic, specimens of,the 
pine, but for some reason they "(troop 
and die at maturity. As many "of the 
trees are maturing in this decade, it is 
possible that before another ten years 
have elapsed the valley will, be de- 
nuded. Several persons have Jittornpted 
to account for the strange -behavior of 
nature, but aro unable to do* so. It is 
possible that the altitude is too high or 
that there is not sufficient nourishment 
in the earth snirHiiiding the trees.

Captain Alfred Hivyfns of tlio Four- 


teenth artillery, then attached to the 
general staff, was arrested hi Paris on 
Oct. 15, 1894. The arrest was made on 
the order of (Je-neral Mercior. minister 
of war, and lircyl'us was taken to ilio 
Cherehe Midi military prison, where 
for 35 days lie was kept In i-.jiior.infe 
of the charge against him. Meanwhile 
the arrest had beeii made 
known 


through the anti-Semitic papers, and 
through them the public was coin iuced 
that Dreyfus was n traitor to France 
before ho knew of what lie was ac- 
cused. The. fact that Dreyfus was a 
Jew added bitterness to the popular 
feeling. 
General Moreier announced 


that there was overwhelming evidence 
that for three years the accused had 
been In comimmicatiou with the agents 
of a foreign power, says the New York 
Sun. 


Spies of the French secret intelli- 


gence department had been at work in 
the German embassy in 1'aris, and in 
September, 1894, discovered the: now 
famous bordereau on which the convic- 
tion of Dreyfus i\as apparently based. 
Count Minister was then the German 
ewbassador and Lieutenant Colonel 
von Sehwarakoppen was the military 
attache. The bordereau was found i>i 
fragments in Schwarzkoppen's waste 
basket. General Moreier tinned it over 
to Major du 1'aty do Clam, who pieced 
it together and ailiriiied that the hand- 
writing resembled that of Dre.i fus. The 
following is a reported translation of 
the doeii n ir.ii t: 


"In the absence of any IK ws indicat- 


ing your desire to see me, I neverthe- 
less send you, sir, certain information 
of Interest. 


"1. A note on the hydraulic brake of 


120 (method of operating this piece), 


"2. A note on the troupes de couvev- 


ture [outpost troopsj. (A few modifi- 
cations will be made by the now plan.) 


"3. A note on modifications in artil- 


lery formation. 


"4. A note relating to Madagascar. 
"5. The scheme relative to the man- 


ual of field firing (March 14, ISIU). 


"This last paper is extremely difficult 


to procure, and I tau luue it at my 
disposal only for a \ery few days. The 
ministry has issued a definite number 
to the corps, and these corps are re- 
sponsible for them.

obliged to return lite fc-opyj after the 
maneuvers. 
If, therefore, joii wish me 


to take from it whate\er may interest 
you and hold it afterward at my dis- 
posal, I will take it, unless you want 
me to make a, copy in cxtenso and ad- 
dress it to you. 1 am just leaving for 
the maneuvers." 


On Du Paly de Clam's report General 


Morcicr ordered the anest ot Divv fus. 
Between that time and his trial all 
sorts of charges were made against the 
prisoner, his private character being 
attacked and (lie anti-Jewish press 
making a bitter campaign against him. 
At the secret trial his counsel, Maitre 
Demange, successfully refuted

calumnies, and on the evidence of the 
bordereau alt'iie, experts disagreeing

Hlitory of tlie Optimization That 


Terrorized I'arta of the South a 
Generation -*B'<>—Only One of 
the 


\otorloiiH l.cadfi-M of the Oorjjla 
Klim \<>t>. I.lilnK. 


One of the most remarkable reunions 


ever projected Is being quietly arrang- 
ed for among the survivors of the fa- 
mous Kulvlux Klan, to lie held iu At- 
lanta, (ia., during the summer. 
The 


affair has been made public to only a 
few outside the survivors, and those 
engaged in getting up the gathering 
have not made their object known to 
the press, this being the first published 
notice of it, .says the St. Louis CJlobo- 
Democrat. 


The Kukluv Klan was the most for- 


midable organisation ever formed lu 
the Vuited States for the purpose of 
punishing crime outside the courts, 
and the frequent Ijnohings that have 
recently occurred have revived the 
memories of the reign of terror which 
existed from about 1SO."> fo the early 
seventies. 
In the brotherhood were 


included the names of many of the 
loading men of the stale, and such was 
Us widespread influence that national 
legislation was required to break up 
(lie klan and put a stop to lawless 
deeds. 


When first organized, the object was 


to protect life and property among the 
law abiding class from the ruthless 
depredations of Hie outlaws w ho in- 
fested 
the country. Such was 
the 


chaotic condition of affairs that no- 
body felt secure, so the originators of 
the 
klan determined to administer 


swift and speedy justice to such crim- 
inals as deserved punishment, and the 
penally was graduated according to 
the i har.'u ler of the crime. Sometimes 
it was simply a warning to leave the 
community w i t h i n a given time, at 
others the lash was administered, and 
In extreme cases death was meted out 
to the ohonder. 


While at Ihe beginning it undoubted 


ly oxeried a salutary influence in quell- 
ing the lawless element and In the pro- 
feel ion of life and properly, still by 
degrees unsi-nipiilous men took advan- 
tage of the terrible and mysterious 
reputation of the Knkiux Klan to 
avenge themselves upon those 
for 


whom they had conceived enniitj, and 
it finally degenerated into a ganu; of 
dospoiadoos that were worse than the 
element which it sought to punish. 


It was no infrequent occurrence dur- 


ing the latter days of the klan for 
some peaceful citizen lo be taken from 
his homo and maltreated by a gang of 
ruflians, led by some member who had 
decided lhaf it would be for his per- 
sonal gain that the citizen should be 
made to leave the community. 


The mliuouco of (he klan was wide- 


spread, and the members were bound 
by Ihe most solemn and terrible oaths 
(o keep Hie secrets of the order, with 
the penalty of speedy and dreadful 
punishment Cor violation of their vows.. 
No man was sure whether or not his 
peaceable and 
oliurehgoinj> 
neighbor 


was a member of the klan unless lie 
happened to bo himself a member. 
Their meetings were held in secluded 
places, and each particular div ision had 
its own leiidezvous, where the mem- 
bers would gather for consultation be- 
fore taking slops to avenge some wrong 
or to punish some offender, or after the 
deed had been done to take stops to 
conceal (he identity of such as might 
be suspected, or to rescue some mein- 
bci who had been apprehended and 
was likely to suffer (he consequences. 


When on some visitation the mem- 


bers always wont disguised, a favorite 
nulliod being to clothe the upper por- 
tions of their bodies in whi'e, with eye- 
holes and breathing places cut in the 
headdress, and mounted on horses, 
often painted in picturesque colors, 
they would ride solemnly past the 
plantations at the dead of night, strik- 
ing terror into all who beheld them 
and especially the superstitious ne- 
groes, who had not been emancipated 
from 
slavery 
and 
ignorance long 


enough lo be able to take a logical view 
of mailers. 


They were always well armed, and 


unless the Aiclim received timely no- 
tice of their coming, so as to seek safe- 
ty in f l i g h t , the case was hopeless and 
lesislance out of the question. At first 
punishment was only inflicted on the 
male population who had laid them- 
selves liable by some serious oll'ense, 
but toward the last oven women, who 
had become objectionable lo some par- 
ly, were stripped and beaten by un- 
principled men and forced to leave 
their humble homos and seek refuge 
in some other community. 


Among the notorious leaders of the 


Uooruia klan were four men, only one 
(if whom is alive, the others having 
met w i t h \ioleut deaths. They were 
.lolm Lawrence, in the western part of 
the stale, (ho mo.^t notorious man In 
the entile, klan, .lolin Gomilhin, In the 
eastern portion, and Berry Daniel and 
,lim (Jay in tlie southern portion, .lolin 
Lawrence is the only one who remains 
alive, and ho is a deputy sheriff in the 
western part of '.Texas and visited ids 
old home at West Point a short time 
ago, his identity being known only to 
a few who had been well acquainted 
and associated with him in bygone 
days. 


I! is doubtful if at the coming reini 


ion of the survivors of the "K. K. K." 
there w i l l be many reminiscences t;hon 
out lo the public, as the affair is being 
managed very quietly, but it will be a 
Hovel uathorimr, and those who partici 
pale might toll some thrilling stories 
had they a mind to reveal the episodes 
of ihe past.

A new rapid fire gun designed for 


the protection of the minefields and a 
novel semiautomatic 0 pounder for the 
uavy were successfully tested oil rue 
proving grounds of the Driggs-Seabury 
(jiin and Ammunition company at Uer- 
by, Conn., before a large number of 
spectators. 
These guns were built for 


the army and navy respectively, uu- 
dor contracts awarded at the begin- 
ning u f the war with Spain and will 
probably play an important part in the 
plan and scope of national defense. 
The army gun is a ti pounder of the 
Drlgft'R type and is mounted upon a 
parapet carriage or upon a 
naval 


mount, while it can be easily trans- 
ported from place to place. 
In fact, 


the new weapon is a combination of a 
field and coast defense gun. 
Its use 


will be principally to protect the tor- 
pedoes in the harbors by throwing such 
an overwhelming shower of shot and 
shell that no smail boat could live 
within Its zone of lire, sajs the New- 
York Tribune. 


Tlie gun and carriage rest upon the 


parapet of the fort and are held rigidly 
In position bv means of a V shaped 
steel anchorage, which is worked un- 
der the center of the axle, Should it 
bo desired to concent rate the fire upon 
any particular point (lie anchorage is 
unhooked and the carriage rolled away 
lo any point of the beach. 


The semiautomatic gun is also a 0 


pounder and Is the first completed of 
51 for the navy. It is expected to work 
a revolution. In rapid fire guns, for with 
it a speed of 00 shots a minute was at- 
tained, which Is twice that recorded by 
the (i pounder w lien worked by hand. 
Another Important feature is that it 
reduces the crow of a (i pounder from 
four fo two men. one of whom throws 
In fixed ammunition as a person throws 
coal into a furnace, while the other 
tires, as the breech block closes auto- 
matically.

GOLD IN PHILIPPINES. 


Raymon 
Reyes Lala 
Tells 


Where the Metal Is Found. 


HOW THE NATIVE MINIHQ IS DONE. 


I'ae Two Tool* Only, • 


WuoiU'n llonl undaWaKhlng Board. 
Their I'rimltive Method* of MlulnK 
Vlfld Remit* Full of 1'i'uiuUe For 
the Future. 


Itaymon Ueyes Lala, wriWng in The 


Review of Heviews about the gold 
found in the Philippines, says: 


Up to the present time most of the 


gold has been found lu the easily Acces- 
sible districts near the coasts, though 
the natives of the Interior of Luzon, a 
region but little explored, traffic in the 
precious metal, which they evidently 
obtain 
from 
some 
of 
the 
inland 


streams. 
As yet placer deposits are 


the chief source of the metal, which 
has been worn by the rains from the 
mountain ranges and borne down by 
rivulets and creeks to their lower chan- 
nels. In certain regions there is not a 
stream, lai-Re or small, whose sauds do 
not show the yellow trace of gold, 
while now and then natives of the in- 
terior offer heavy nuggets for sale. 
The gold thus buried in tlie river sauds 
and 
gravels 
undoubtedly 
had 
its 


source in the mountain ranges, whose 
quartz veins await the hand and eye 
of the cunning miner. They may be 
rich; they may be poor. Only scientific 
study and exploration can tell. 


The principal gold yielding region of 


Luzon is the district of Mambulao. The 
metal has been found also in Minda- 
nao, Mindoro, Panay, Cebu and the 
smaller islands of Saifiar, Catandu- 
aues, Sibuyan, Bohol and 1'anaon. One 
of the larger islands, Miudoro, gains its 
name from its gold deposits, it signify- 
ing "iniiia do ora" fcold mine). 
The 


natives speak of places in its interior 
which are rich in gold. The same is 
the case with the interior of the large 
island of .Mindanao, where gold is so 
plentiful that the natives carry it 
about In bags for use in their ordinary 
buying ami selling. Hero are the Mi- 
samis pincers, the richest in the archi- 
pelago, their yield to the native miners 
being about lf>0 ounces a month, Rich 
quart/, veins are said to h'j known in 
this island, and there is one such vein 
lu the small island of Pauaou, lying 
north of Mindanao. Hut hitherto gold 
has boon mined principally in placer 
beds, and these not very rich as com- 
pared with those of California. Per- 
sonally I know little about these gold 
gravels, as I have seen only some of 
their results. They are so widely dis- 
tributed and are worked in so desulto- 
ry a manner that their actual richness 
is largely a matter of guesswork. As 
regards the mother veins, I have made 
no search for them, and I am quite 
sure that the Spaniards have not trou- 
bled themselves in this direction. They 
rest in virgin wealth, waiting in their 
pristine state the coming of the Ameri- 
can mining prospector. 


In truth, at present only the edges of 


the gold districts have, as a rule, been 
worked. 
The absence of roads has 


proved an obstacle to the exploration 
of the interior insuperable to the easy 
going Spaniard. 
The natives make 


their way through the dense forests, 
cutting a path as they go, but those are 
tracks suited only to the naked feet of 
the savage forester. 
Mining outfits 


and machinery require roads of a dif- 
ferent kind. 
Bridges will need to be 


built, highways constructed and rail- 
roads laid before these islands can be 
properly exploited, and all this means 
time, capital, energy and enterprise. 


Shall I say something now about 


how the native mining Is done? 
The 


Filipino uses two tools only— a wooden 
bowl and a washing board. These are 
of great antiquity and form part of the 
household furniture of every dwelling 
in tlie mining districts. In gold getting 
they are crude and wasteful in the 
highest dej-ree. All the float gold is lost, 
ami only rich deposits can be worked 
with any profit. Tlie process of amal- 
gamation, indispensable in American 
mining, is quite unknown in the Philip- 
pines. Only that the streams are often 
rich in gold, such mining as this would 
yield no returns. But so abuiidant is 
the precious metal in some localities 
IhiU after heavy rains grains of it niiiy 
be picked up in village streets. 


I do not wish to convey the idea that 


the natives are quite ignorant of the 
process of quart/ mining. 
They 'do 


work some of the richer veins in a 
crude fashion, breaking the roOks with 
hammers or grinding 
them 
under 


heavy stone rollers, turned by buf- 
faloes. 
The crushed rock is then 


washed in their usual primitive man 
ner. 
They lack explosives, and no 


blasting is done. 
They possess no 


quicksilver and know nothing of the 
art of amalgamation, The idea of 
pumping out the shafts has not pone- 
Ira led their minds, and the water is 
bailed out with small buckets made of 
palm leaf, and holding about two gal 
Ions. 
These are passed by linos of 


workmen from baud to hand. This, 
the time honored method, is quite sat- 
isfactory to them, though it would bo 
intolerably tedious to a miner of Anglo- 
Saxon blood. 
And even this crude 


method of working is not pursued with 
systematic diligence. The Filipino ! as 
no fancy for steady labor. 
He works 


in the mines iu the intervals of his la 
bor In the fields, when he happens to 
need a few dollars to gamble away in 
the cockpit. As for laying up treasure 
for the future, the idea is unknown to 
him. 
There lies the gold; there it has 


always been and always will be. Why 
need he trouble himself to gather more 
than the hour calls for? lie can al- 
ways turn his hands to it when other 
resources fall. 
Yet even with this lu- 


doleiit and wasteful way of working, 
thousands of ounces of the precious 
metal have beeu gaiued.

NEW ARGONAUT LAUNCHED. 


To Be l'«ed In Hecoverlnir V«lB«ble« 


From Sunken Yetmrl*. 


Simou Lake's submarine boat, the 


Argonaut, was launched at Kobbius' 
yard, Erie Basin, Brooklyn, the' other 
day. 
It did not glide from the ways, 


but was lifted up and lowered Into tlie 
water by the floating derrick Monarch. 
The Argonaut is owned by the Subma- 
rine Boat company and will be used in 
the. work of examining and recovering 
valuables from sunken vessels. 
She 


was originally L'O feet long, but she was 
lengthened so as to be 00 feet. She is 
fitted with three rollers, one on the 
starboard side, another on the port side 
and another beneath her screw. It is 
expected that with (he aid of the roll- 
ers the boat will be able to move on 
the ocean's bottom. 


The boat weighs 70 tons without her 


machinery, has engines of 00 horse- 
power, a suction hose pump connecting 
with a floating tank to supply her with 
air while beneath the water, sleeping 
berths for eight persons, electric, lights, 
a pumping apparatus for removing SOO 
gallons of bilge a minute and a -J,()00 
caudle power searchlight. 
Klie is run 


by electricity. There are live compart- 
ments. 


In the bow is a door to allow the 


diver to leave the boat while she is 
submerged. 
By the use of hydraulic 


air pressure this door can be left open 
while the divers are going from one 
compartment to another, us the air 
pressure prevents the water from rush- 
ing iu. The boat lu making a descent 
will not dive, but will go down with 
her keel parallel with the surface of 
the water, says the New York Tribune. 


The new Argonaut will'soou start on 


her maiden trip. Her compressed air 
tanks when tilled will contain a supply 
of air sufficient to last 48 hours. Cap- 
tain Lake and his crew made several 
long voyages iu the old Argonaut, trav- 
eling under water from Baltimore to 
Fortress Monroe and from Baltimore 
to Sandy Hook. During those voyages 
he and a crew of five ate and slept 
aboard, while the boat was on the sen 
bottom, with perfect comfort and safe- 
ty. As soon as the necessary littings 
arc put in the new. Argonaut will go to 
work recovering treasure and 
•valu- 


ables from several wrecks along the 
coast. She will carry a crew of eight 
experienced wreckers. A delegation of 
Spaniards from Cuba is in town seek- 
ing her aid to recover small vessels and 
coin sunk in Cuban waters during the 
war to avoid capture. 
They say that 


the Spaniards hid an immense amount 
of treasure in this way, and promise a 
large reward if it can lie recovered.

"I am going to write my home let- 


ter on the train this week, for I want 
it to go on the Van Couver steamer, 
which sails from Kobe tomorrow. 
I huvo been nwny from my work foi 
a week, much to my surprise. 
Al- 


though I have been to Kyoto and 
Kolift for a day several times, this Is 
my first visit since mission mevting 
and while T did not myself feel any 
nu«>d of a few days away, Miss Gar- 
vin insisted that I must go, for I 
have had u hard attack of neuralgia 
and my head was not in good study- 
Ing condition. .1 am sure tbe trip 
did me worlds of good. Yamaguchi 
is 300 miles away to the south and 
is just surrounded by 
mountains. 


We went most of the way by train, 
but had to go thirteen miles In jin- 
rikasha over the hilly mountain 
roads—my first long ride in the 
rikashn. There are three missionary 


soup, broiled fish, mountain pota- 
toes aud pickled dykoiie, a vegetable 
not unlike our radish, and of course 
rice and tea, with a raw egg as a 
relish. 
The rice was good, though 


cooked without salt, and the fish 
was not bad. but I drew th« line at 
•aw eggs. So sent mine down to be 
boiled. It seems as natural now to 
use chop-sjticks when eating the na- 
tive food as to use knives and forks 
for ours, so I had no trouble in that 
way. I nm sending by this mail my 
picture in Japanese clothes, with 
chop-sticks and cake dish in hand 
and tea service on the floor.
